CHICAGO, June 22.—Between 50 and 100 men and women, members of the Hagenback- 


Wallace circus, were killed early today when a Michigan Central train of empty Pullmans run- 
ning GO miles an hour, crashed into a special n>in of sleeping cars of the show at Ivanhoe, six 
miles east of Gary, Ind. It is believed the entire personnel of the circub was wiped out in the 
smashup. 


Four wooden coaches in which the circus performers were sleeping were demolished and 


the victims caught in the wreckage are believed to have burned to death, as it caught fire and 
burned for hours. 


Six hours after the wreck eight bodies had been taken to the morgue and 25 persons 


were missing, believed to have been incinerated in the wreck. One hundred and twenty-five 
injured persons were taken to the hospitals at Gary.
